Please Say It Isn't So 


French po litics has been the prime ex ­ 
ample fo r y ears o f ho w no t to tackle the 
pro blem o f po pu lar go v ernment. 
Befo re Charles d e Gau lle mo v ed into co n­ 
tro l in 1958, after French po liticians 
had 
hanged themselv es in their o wn ro pe, go v ­ 
ernment had been tu rned into a game 
play ed fo r its o wn sake. 


THE PEOPLE play ing the game—the po l­ 
iticians—were irreco ncilable. They 
h a d 
aband o ned all pretense o f serv ing France 
and were serv ing o nly themselv es and the 
irreco ncilable factio nalism they had cre­ 
ated . They were so single-mind ed abo u t cu t- 
t-ng u p each o ther it d id n’t matter to them 
that they were killing France. 
Und er the stro ng hand o f Presid ent De 
Gau lle, po litical factio nalists were kept o n 
the d efensiv e. They had a blo o d y triu mph 
in Algeria and are still sav o ring it; they 
may v ery well hav e set a ru ino u s ex ample 
fo r Algerians, who no w are su ffering fro m 
the 
same 
irreco ncilability 
that 
cu rsed 
France. 
And no w, with Presid ent De Gau lle in the 
twilight o f his life, it is beginnng to lo o k 
as if the same brand o f French po litics that 


wrecked the Fo u rth Repu blic might u nd er­ 
mine the French Co mmu nity created by tha 
aging hero . His Fifth Repu blic is in peril. 
Irreco ncilables hav e tried 
to take 
De 
Gau lle’s life. They hav e been u sing terro r. 
They hav e fo rced the go v ernment to in­ 
stitu te bo ld mo v es to co ntro l su bv ersiv e 
activ ity . 
The v au nted freed o m o f France has been 
hemmed 
in 
becau se 
Frenchmen h a v e 
abu sed it. Once mo re po litics fo r the sake 
o f po litics is a game Frenchmen are play ­ 
ing, with no tho u ght to the present and 
fu tu re welfare o f France. 


FRANCE HAS NO co py right o n self-serv * 
ing po litics. Any o ne can d o it. Bu t when 
Frenchmen d o it, there is a special sad ness 
in the spectacle, becau se these are peo ple 
with special respo nsibility fo r po pu lar go v ­ 
ernment. 
Americans share with 
Frenchmen the 
faith that men can go v ern themselv es bet­ 
ter than they can be go v erned by d espo ts, 
d ictato rships and ro y alty . 3tiween them 
thev are the tru stees o f hu man liberty . If 
they abu se it, liberty will hav e lo st its 
chief d efend ers. 


A City 100 Miles Across 


Hu man misery that lo v es co mpany has its 
co u nterpart in mu nicipal misery . Ev ery city 
in the United States to d ay shares the pro b­ 
lems o f "u rban sprawl.” They share the 
co mfo rt o f o ne ano ther’s grief. 
New Yo rk’s Regio nal Planning Asso cia­ 
tio n has ju st finished a repo rt co ntaining 
the resu lts o f a fiv e-y ear stu d y pro ject—all 
o f it o n the implicatio ns o f "sprawl” in the 
co u ntry ’s largest city . By 1970, the asso cia­ 
tio n believ es, New Yo rk will be an u rban 
co mplex 100 miles acro ss, co ntaining 22 
millio n peo ple. 
This "spread city ” will hav e gro wn with 
no central planning. As its co re, the o riginal 
city will hav e lo st po pu latio n stead ily , as 
it has been lo sing it since the ad v ent o f the 
Pu erto Ricans. Fo r ev ery Pu erto Rican who 
mo v ed in, mo re than o ne fo rmer resid ent 
mo v ed o u t. 
Wid ening d istances between ho mes and 
jo bs will hav e pu t ev en higher v alu e o n 
perso nal transpo rtatio n by car, ad d ing to 
traffic pro blems. Go v ernment 
co sts 
will 
hav e risen eno rmo u sly becau se o f the ab­ 
sence 
o f 
co o peratio n 
amo ng 
go v erning 
go v erning agencies. 
These are ty pical d etails o f the "u rban 


sDra wl” pro blem as it ex ists ev ery where. 
Bu t there is o ne mo re d etail o f the pro blem 
•¿¡at is ty pical to o , y et is rarely mentio ned . 
It is the ind ifference to the pro blem o f 
many o f the peo ple who liv e in metro po l­ 
itan areas—the "u rban sprawlees.” 
They are no t easily mo v ed by the alarms 
o f planners and mu nicipal o fficials. They 
lo o k fo rward with no trepid atio n to bearing 
the bu rd ens o f bu ild ing scho o ls, sanitary 
facilities, water sy stems and city streets. 
They d o no t read ily share the alarm o f 
tho se who warn o f what will happen if 
peo ple finally liv e so far fro m their jo bs 
they canno t get to them. When asked to 
wo rry abo u t the plight o f the central city — 
the co re o f the pro blem—they are sto lid ly 
ind ifferent. Ev en tho u gh they v isit the city 
ev ery d ay , they "wo u ld n’t 
like 
to 
liv e 
there,” to bo rro w the to u rist phrase. 
Their attitu d e beco mes the city planners’ 
u ltimate pro blem, becau se in fact the plan­ 
ners hav e neither the kno wled ge no r the 
inclinatio n to say where peo ple will liv e. 
And d u ring mo st o f this centu ry peo ple hav e 
been cho o sing to liv e in mo re spacio u s su r­ 
ro u nd ings than they co u ld affo rd in cities, 
ev en if they co u ld find them there. 


The New Ones Are Coming 


The au to mo bile ind u stry is ro lling again. 
All the co mpo nents o f this co mplex enter­ 
prise are in mo tio n to tu rn o u t 1963 cars. 
Ind u stry management ho pes 
fo r 
ano ther 
high-pro d u ctio n, high-sales y ear. 
The 1962 pro d u ctio n-sales cy cle, beginning 
• y ear ago , belied the mo ro se cro akings o f 
po litico s try ing to ind u ce a recessio n psy - 
no stru ms. 
Ev en ad ju sted fo r po pu latio n increases and 
freed o m fro m labo r tro u bles, the au to in­ 
d u stry ’s o u tpu t reflected a thu mping go o d 
y ear. 
The new y ear can be better. The ind u stry 
has the cars. It has the o rganizatio n. It has 
u niv ersal acceptance fo r its pro d u ct ev ery ­ 
bo d y wo u ld like to hav e a new car. 
It has access to the material reso u rces 
to take it as far as co nfid ence can carry 
It—its o wn co nfid ence and the co nfid ence 
o f its cu sto mers. The o nly u ncertainty is the 
mo o d o f the American peo ple. 
In a co nsu mer eco no my , co nsu mers mu st 
be in a mo o d to take o n new co mmitments. 
Millio ns o f co nsu mers hav e so mu ch in their 
po ssessio n they can get alo ng ind efinitely 
witho u t ad d ing mo re if their co nfid ence is 
d istu rbed . 
They can be appealed to by ad v ertising, 


ex ho rted by bu siness lead ers, reassu red by 
eco no mists, cajo led by po liticians. Bu t in 
the last analy sis ev ery thing d epend s o n their 
mo o d . They mu st want to bu y . 
As far as 1963 au to mo biles are co ncerned , 
there is no reaso n it co u ld n’t be better. 
The new cars will be attractiv e They will 
wo rk better than ev er. There will be a mo d el 
and a price to su it ev ery need and d esire. 
There is no sales resistance. 
There is o nly the qu estio n o f mo o d , which 
u ltimately affects the qu estio n o f means. 
When eno u gh peo ple bu y , eno u gh mo re can 
bu y to giv e the au to ind u stry o ne o f its 
bo o m y ears—and when it bo o ms ju st abo u t 
ev ery thing else bo o ms with it.

That firm had ro u tine co ntractu al 
relatio ns with the IBEW fo r so me 
15 y ears u p to 1954.

In 1958 
there was a lo ng strike. Once the 
u nio n went after the Baro co peo ­ 
ple in Merid ian, Miss., where sim­ 
ilar wo rk was inv o lv ed . And no w 
the Sheffield lo cal stru ck the firm 
at Hu ntsv ille. 


IN ALL, there are two men in­ 
v o lv ed . Tru e, it is a mighty big 
principle. Bu t o nly two electri­ 
cians — a fu ll-fled ged jo u rney ­ 
man and an apprentice helper. 
In all the Baro co co ntract inv o lv ed 
$100,000 to co v er labo r, mate­ 
rials, planning, ex penses and pro f­ 
its.

requ est o f the Cu ban go v ernment 
to su pply it with "help by d eliv ­ 
ering

The 
So v iet 
go v ernment 
co n­ 
tend s 
that 
"all 
Cu ba’s 
tru e 
friend s hav e ev ery right to re­ 
spo nd to this legitimate requ est” 
and that the Cu ban go v ernment 
has "ev ery ju stificatio n fo r tak­ 
ing necessary measu res to insu re 
its secu rity and safegu ard its so v ­ 
ereignty and ind epend ence.” 
So the So v iet fo rmu la fo r co n- 
qu et is at last mad e clear. The 
Co mmu nists infiltrate a co u ntry , 
get po ssessio n o f the 
go v ern­ 
ment there, and cau se it to file 
with Mo sco w a requ est fo r mili­ 
tary aid . 
This is su ppo sed to be the le­ 
gal ju stificatio n fo r send ing ar­ 
mament 
and

perso n­ 
nel to "train” the lo cal tro o ps. 
It so happens that the Mo nro e 
Do ctrine, 
since the 1820s, has 
warned the wo rld that no Eu ro ­ 
pean co u ntry wo u ld be permitted 
to get a military fo o tho ld any ­ 
where in this hemisphere. 


PRESIDENT KENNEDY may 
no realize it, bu t what he said 
at his news co nference last Wed ­ 
nesd ay co u ld be respo nsible fo r 
his present embarrassment. Had 
he no t respo nd ed at the time to 
an impro mptu qu estio n and had 
he co nsu lted with the secretary 
o f state befo re issu ing any state­ 
ment, it is d o u btfu l whether Mr.

Ju st prev io u sly in the same 
news co nference, the Presid ent, 
in d iscu ssing po ssible actio n in 
Cu ba, had referred to American 
"o bligatio ns all aro u nd the wo rld , 
inclu d ing West Berlin and o thre 
areas, which are v ery sensitiv e,” 
and had ad d ed : 
"Therefo re, I think that in co n­ 
sid ering what appro priate actio n 
we sho u ld take, we hav e to co n­ 
sid er the to tality o f o u r o bliga­ 
tio ns, and also the respo nsibil­ 
ities which we bear in so many 
d fferent parts o f the wo rld .” 


THIS COMMENT co u ld mean 
that the Presid ent is fearfu l that, 
if he takes actio n in Cu ba, it 
might lead to greater pressu res 
in West Berlin — a reactio n which 
the So v iets d o u btless ars try ing 
to fo ster. 
The So v iets, o n the o ther hand , 
may be waiting to see whether 
the United States is hesitant to 
u se military fo rce ev en as d o st 
as 90 miles away fro m its sho res. 
They 
co u ld 
misco nstru e 
the 
Presid ent’s relu ctance as imply ­ 
ing that the United States might 
no t ev en fight to pro tect West 
Berlin o r any part o f Eu ro pe 
when a sho wd o wn came. 
The situ atio n strangely paral­ 
lels the 
1930s, which Winsto n 
Chu rchill d escribes in his bo o k, 
“The 
Gathering 
Sto rm,” 
pu b­ 
lisher! in 1948, 
He speaks o f the "milesto nes 
to d isaster” in the 1930s and o f 
the series o f acqu iescences in 
Hitler’s aggressio ns in the Rhine­ 
land , in Au stria and in Czecho s­ 
lo v akia, u ntil finally the climax 
came in Po land . 
Mr. Chu rchill writes: 
“Here is a catalo g o f su rren­ 
d ers, at first when all was easy 
and later when things were hard ­ 
er, to the ev er-gro wing German 
po wer. . . . 
"Still, if y o u will no t fight fo r 
the right when y o u can easily 
win witho u t blo o d shed ; if y o u will 
no t fight when y o u r v icto ry will 
be su re and no t to o co stly ; y o u 
may co me to the mo ment when 
y o u will hav e to fight with all 
the o d d s against y o u and o nly a 
precario u s chance o f su rv iv al. 
"There may ev en be a wo rse 
case. Yo u may hav e to fight 
when there is no ho pe o f v icto ry -, 
becau se it is better to perish than 
liv e as slav es.” 


WHAT COULD Mr. Kenned y 
really d o no w? 
He co u ld o rd er a co mplete nav ­ 
al and aerial blo ckad e o f Cu ba 
and d emand that all Ru ssian ad ­ 
v isers bro u ght in by the u ban 
go v ernment 
to 
train 
military 
fo rces in that co u ntry be ex pelled 
at o nce. He co u ld pro claim that 
no fu rther shipments o f any kind , 
either by air o r by sea, military 
o r no nmilitary , will be permitted 
to enter Cu ba fro m any co u ntry 
u ntil the Cu ban go v ernment re­ 
sto res to American citizens the 
pro perties taken fro m them 
in 
the last few y ears. 
To apply this po licy co u ld lead 
to so me fighting. Bu t w-hatev er 
sacrifices 
are 
mad e 
wo u ld 
achiev e the patrio tic pu rpo se o f 
ing as to the reso lu teness o f the 
West in and aro u nd Berlin. It 
co u ld prev ent a wo rld war.

jobs. It did, and now is on the 
verge of crossing 70 million. 


The Labor Department reported 
Wednesday that instead of declin­ 
ing by more than 250,000 in Au­ 
gust 
as 
expected, 
employment 
climbed 
by 
nearly 
200,000 
to 
69,762,000. 


This is the greatest 
number 
ever employed in history and La­ 
bor 
Department 
officials 
ex­ 
pressed confidence today that the 
70-million mark will be reached 
before the year is over. 


It was back in 1943 in the midst 
of World War II that Henry Wal­ 
lace, a controversial figure in the 
Roosevelt New Deal era, predict­ 
ed that employment, then 54.5 mil­ 
lion, would jump to 60 million in 
a decade. 


Many laughed at the idea be­ 
cause the nation was bending 
every effort and using all avail­ 
able manpower to achieve maxi­ 
mum production to win the war. 
They felt, too, there would be a 
big 
job decline when the war 
ended. 


But Wallace’s prediction came 
true in 1950, three years early, as 
production continued high to meet

Rex M. Smith 
and a special adv isory committee 
selected Mercer Cou nty , in West 
Virginia’s ex treme sou theastern 
tip, for the ex perimental u nder­ 
taking in Ju ne, Ju ly and Au gu st 
of this y ear. 
James B. Deck, the program’s 
fatherly director who has spent 
34 of his 56 y ears in edu cation, 
said that he was nev er forced, in 
preliminary 
interv iews, to tell 
boy s they were requ ired to go 
back to the classroom. 
“They all were eager,” Deck 
related. “Most of them were ju st 
waiting and needed only to be 
asked.” 
This 
contrasted 
with 
school records, which showed that 
most of the y ou ths showed little 
or no interest before qu itting. 
The apparent general accept- 
tance 
among Mercer’s 
y ou th 
of the ex perimental plan well 
might 
hav e 
stemmed 
from 
deck’s approach. After a simnl* 
ex planation of the program, he 
asked the boy s, “What wou ld y ou 
like to work at?” 
“If we prov ided transportation, 
tools and teachers” (which the 
new law stipu lates), Deck con­ 
tinu ed, “Wou ld y ou be willing to 
try to learn this job?” The an­ 
swer inv ariably was y es. 
Cou rses tau ght inclu ded su ch 
things as welding, electrical work 
and bu ilding trades and depended 
largely on the interest shown by 
the approx imately 150 boy s in 


Beloit 


the program. 
The basic objectiv e of the pro­ 
gram was to giv e the dropou ts 
su fficient training to enable them 
to become gainfu lly employ ed 
Bu t instru ction also had ov er­ 
tones stressing mathematics and 
u rging the y ou ths to retu rn to 
school 
and to get their high 
school diplomas. 
“You want to be able to figu re 
how mu ch lu mber is needed for 
a job,” Deck told a 16 -y ear old 
who wants to be a carpenter like 
his father. 
School officials want to know 
why dropou ts occu r in the first 
place. Case histories begu n on 
the boy s in the training program 
giv e some insight into why they 
left school. 
Many said their trou ble was 
reading. 
That 
stemmed 
from 
su ch 
things as too mu ch absence in 
the early grades and lack of 
interest on the part of parents. 
Deck fou nd that Mercer Cou n­ 
ty ’s dropou t problem did not ex ist 
in ju st one economic class. He 
v isited 
boy s 
in drafty 
cabins 
where families liv e in pov erty 
and boy s of comfortably situ ated 
families. 
“Most of them were at home, 
ju st waiting,” Deck said, “be­ 
cau se there was nothing else for 
them to do.”

Frost's Mending 
' 


Is Recited In Moscow

WASHINGTON (AP) - Civiliza­ 
tion sometimes looks as calm as 
a beautiful stained glass window. 
Sometimes it looks as disturbed 
as a stained glass window that 
was hit with an empty beer 
bottle. 
All in one day Robert Frost 
read one of his poems in Mos­ 
cow; the United States assured 
Moscow it had good intentions in 
outer space; Moscow accused the 
United States and its allies of 
doubletalk; 
and a senator 
re­ 
vealed that most of the supplies 
going to Fidel Castro’s Cuba for 
a military buildup are being de­ 
livered in ships of this country’s 
Allies. 
In a Moscow- library Frost re­ 
cited from “Mending Wall,” one 
of his best known poems. “Some­ 
thing there is,” he said, without 
ever mentioning the Berlin wall, 
“that doesn’t love a wall.” 
The 
Russians 
didn’t 
know 
whether to laugh or what. Their 
confusion is understandable be­ 
cause this poem then goes on to 
say 
‘‘good fences 
make 
good 
neighbors,” although the United 
States 
is 
extremely 
unhappy 
about the fence in Berlin. 
In a talk full of the spirit of 
neighborliness 
in 
outer 
space, 
Wednesday night Roswell L. Gil- 
patric, deputy secretary of de­ 
fense, made a speech in Indiana 
about defense contracts and then 
threw in this: 
The United States has no Inten­ 
tion of extending the arms race to 
«iter space and has no program 
to place any weapons of mass de­ 
struction into orbit. 
Just in case the Soviets got the 
notion from what he said that the 
United States is a patsy, Gilpat- 
ric added that this country has a 
continuing program to make sure 
it can cope with any “military 
challenge in outer space.” 


Gilpatric’s statement amounted 
to official U.S. policy. A Penta­ 
gon spokesman said the speech 
had been cleared by the White 
House. But, while the administra­ 
tion’s intention may be good, it 
; doesn’t follow the effect will be. 
The Russians seem to have a 
‘ persistent disbelief in America’s 
good intentions, and not to be out­ 
done, even in skepticism, Ameri­ 
cans are equally dubious about 
j the Soviets. 
This would indicate that any 
hope for American-Russian agree­ 
ment on outer space looks tor- 
| mented. It must seem that way 
to Sen. Alexander Wiley, R-Wis., 
] who recently expressed some mis­ 
givings.

He said the Russians’ success 
last month in putting their cosmo­ 
naut twins into space raised new 
“questions about the military dan­ 
gers of Free World security.”

hearings on the military signifi­ 
cance of the Russians’ double 
space shot, adding: “There has 
persisted a hopp— if waning—that 
outer space would be dedicated to 
peaceful purposes. Officially this 
is the goal of U.S. policy. Unfor­ 
tunately, however, the Commu- 
to realistically on arms control on 
earth.”
